Field Crops Report

Hot dry weather depleted soil moisture. Rice producers continued to drain fields in preparation for harvest.
Insecticides were applied to rice fields with stinkbug infestations. Soybean producers treated fields with
insecticides and fungicides. Dry weather caused slow growth in sugarcane.

Fruits, Vegetables and Specialty Crops
Vegetable producers harvested eggplant, okra, watermelon, and tomatoes. Eggplant and tomato fields were
sprayed to control insects. Producers prepared strawberry fields.

Livestock, Pasture and Range Report
Livestock suffered from heat stress caused by the high temperatures. Cattlemen continued cutting hay but were
in need of more rain. Pasture and hay growth was slowed by the hot, dry weather.
